W ASHINGTON, Dec. 11— (A P)

ing for calling the fathers, when 
th a t becomes necessary, by age 
grou ps. 
You nger fathers wou ld be called 
first u nder the arrangem ent, which 
MaJ. Gen. Lewis B. H ershey, di­ 
rector of selective service, 
ou t­ 
lined today to the hou se m ilitary 
^ fa irs com m ittee. 
Hershey 
was 
cRlled before the com m ittee to ex­ 
plain w hat he 
proposed 
to 
do 
abou t the drafting of fathers in 
view of legislation, ju st approved, 
pu tting them at the bottom of the 
list. 
U nder 
the 
age-grou p 
plan, 
H ershey said, first calls w ou ld go 
to fathers from 
18 to 21 
when 
d ra ft boards cou ld not m eet their 
q u otas from single men and non- 
fathers. Those u p to 25 wou ld be 
called second, w ith those u p to 30 
probably getting the next call. 
All Boards Advised 
H ershey told the 
com m ittee 
th a t Instru ctions 
had 
been tele­ 
graphed to all boards to u se every 
possible m eans to 
defer 
taking 
pre-w ar fathers so long as they 
can fill th eir q u otas otherw ise. 
C hairm an 
May 
(D -K y) 
said 
afte r a closed com m ittee session 
he was convinced Gen. H ershey is 
‘‘going to do his best to carry ou t 
th e Intent of congress” in passing 
legislation, ju st signed by Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt, designed to halt 
the indu ction of fathers. 
“His explanation of w hat he is 
doing w as satisfactory to m e,” 
M ay said, adding that the director 
seemed to feel “relieved to have 
total responsibility” for the selec­ 
tive service program .

Review

—President Roosevelt gave Gen. 
D wight D. Eisenhower a detailed, 
first-hand report on the allies’ 
newly com pleted victory strategy

ancient C arthage on his trip home 
from Teheran and Cairo. 
This was disclosed by the w hite 
hou se today in the latest of a 
series of dispatches from the pres­ 
idential party belatedly telling of 
places Mr. Roosevelt visited on 
his historic jou rney. 
A t C arthage as the gu est of 
Gen. 
Eisenhower, 
allied 
com­ 
m ander in north A frica and Italy, 
Mr. Roosevelt stayed in a villa 
descriptively 
called 
“the 
w hite 
hou se”—a sparsely fu rnished gu est 
m ansion overlooking the M editer­ 
ranean and inhabited by the nazis 
u ntil they finally w ere driven ou t 
of A frica last year. 
Meet at Oran. 
Gen. Eisenhower previou sly had 
m et the president at O ran and 
accom panied him to Tu nis on his 
way to Cairo, 
The general also 
had participated in some of the 
strategy discu ssions at Cairo after 
Mr. Roosevelt dispatched a plane 
to allied headq u arters in Algiers 
for him. 
He had not, however, joined in 
all the m apping of strategy nor

It really gets cold in much of Germany, 
In 
Berlin frequently the thermometer drops to zero, 
or below. 
And the physical discomfiture of cold 
can be even more punishing than a scarcity of 
food. 
Together these two circumstances are apt 
to break the will of a people more quickly than 
any other factor or factors. 
There seems to be 
plenty of food in Germ any and the greatest diffi­ 
culty in that respect is the monotony of the diet. 
There comes a time when the body craves variety, 
and variety is impossible under the circumstances 
of German food stocks. 
There comes a time when 
a people get tired of eating potatoes, no m atter 
how much they may love potatoes, or potatoes 
m ay happen to be their chief item of food. 
And 
after four years the German may be pretty well 
filled up with potatoes. 
There is no such uncer­ 
tainty connected with winter weather, snow on the 
ground, tem peratures below freezing, and lashing 
winds. 
The effects of those conditions are known 
to men and women generally.

a Germ an collapse, the long winter nights, and the 
hourf of darkness, suggest that the skies over G er­ 
m any will echo to planes and exploding bombs 
throughout the immediate weeks ahead.

But if there isn’t the con­ 
science developed from the daily news columns of 
the crime of total w arfare, then the human race 
Itself is rather hopeless.

With most diseases the normal 
and natural procedure is to ob­ 
serve symptoms when they appear 
an then go to the doctor. But 
tuberculosis is such an insidious 
disease that it may adv'ance to a 
late stage without any symptoms 
which the victim considers im ­ 
portant making their appearance 
at all. 
Therefore we have to employ 
what is called case finding which 
consists in taking a population 
group and subm itting them to an 
exam ination directly designed to 
determ ine whether tuberculosis is 
present or not. In this way a large 
number of early cases are found 
who are suitable for treatment and 
in whom the prospect for success 
in treatm ent‘is hopeful. 
Tuberculosis Tests 
A population group that lends 
itself to such a case-finding pro­ 
gram is that of a college or uni­ 
versity. 
And 
the 
age 
of 
the 
average college student is ju st the 
period when tuberculosis becomes 
active 
and 
begins 
its 
ravages. 
Since 1930 more and more North 
American colleges and universi­ 
ties have instituted such an in­ 
tensive program. In 
1930 there 
were six, in 1940 there were 255 
colleges or universities with 
a 
tuberculosis 
case-finding 
pro­ 
gram. 
The results show the value of 
the program in bringing active 
case.s to light. In 1940 among in­ 
stitutions which had no case-find­ 
ing program 14 cases of tubercu- 
losi.s 
were 
reported 
in 
145,000 
students. In the sam e year among 
institutions which had an organ* 
ized program 343 cases of tuber­ 


culosis 
were 
found 
in 
545,000 
students. 
Case Find big Program. 
In other words, if you let the 
student depend on his symptoms 
and apply for help only when he 
gets sick you find 10 cases of tu­ 
berculosis per 100,000 population. 
If you go out to find them you 
find 60 cases per 100,000. And in 
the first instance the chanoes are 
the patient is too far advanced to 
be helped, while in the second in­ 
stance the chances are that 90% 
of them san be saved. 
How are the tests made? The 
sim plest procedure is to give the 
entire 
population 
group 
under 
consideration a tuberculosis test. 
This means that a minute amount 
of the chemical product of the tu­ 
berculosis bacillus is injected into 
the skin. If a zone of redness ap ­ 
pears it means that some time the 
subject has had tuberculosis. That 
is called a positive. If no red reac­ 
tion appears it is called negative, 
and that .subject can be dismissed 
and needs no further study. The 
positives, however, are x-rayed 
and studied by the stethescope and 
an exam ination of 
the sputum 
made. The final results shows that 
a certain sm all percentage of the 
positive tuberculin reactions are 
active and need treatment.
